SUBJECT: DTLOLEN’s Appeal to HBREBEL Youth

1, For the past several weeks, DTUNEN in general and Charles E* 
Newham in particular have been under attack from, several quarters in 
regard to DTHNEN's use of youngsters in carrying out their operations* 
For a considerable length of time I have prevailed upon Newham to re- 
frain from these practices* But since these practices have continued, 

I finally found myself obliged to write to Boudreau and Newham with a 
definite demand for the immediate discontinuance of such practices* 

It was necessary to instruct both to specifically refrain from either 
direct or indirect use of minors in any one of their operations* Since 
young men in HBREBEL become of age at 18 and those in DTLAIff and WSCOENT 
at the age of 21, I. found it necessary to demand the interpretation of 
the word minor in the sense of W5C0RNY and DTDAIU.
